to his health. Rheumatic heart 
disease which is prevalent in 
temperate climates like ours, 
particularly in the crowded cit¬ 
ies, often La*' as its beginn ng 
an infection in the throat. Ser¬ 
ious kidney trouble too rr \y 
follow soreness in the upper res¬ 
piratory area. Therefore every 
child with a sore throat should 
be treated with the greatest 
care and be put to bed until he 
is better. Also an effort should 
be made to prevent the infec¬ 
tion spreading to other mem¬ 
bers of the household. 

There are man v causes of 
sore thoats i n ihildrci . Perhaps 
the commonest is an infection 
of the tonsils and adenoids. If 
these become inflamed frequent¬ 
ly they should be removed be¬ 
fore any serious damage ill done. 

Although diptheiTu is rapidly 
disappearing due to the won¬ 
derful results obtained from 
toxoid, it still does occur, and if 
your child has not been given 
loxoid this disease must lie k.pt 
in mind- Here, of course, pre¬ 
vention is greater tnan the cure 
and so toxoid should be given t > 
all children. Many of the other 
ififaCkious diseases such as scar¬ 
let fever and measles, make 
their first appearance as a core 
throat. This eften occurs before 
any rash appears, and it is most 
important that your child be put 
to bed and be carefully watch¬ 
ed, particularly whe n an epi¬ 
demic °f any infectious disease 
is in the neighborhood. 

Sore throats may be treated 
b v warm gargles if the child is 
old i nough and heat to the neck 
often adds to their comfoit. 

Food should be given i n fluid or 
semi-fluid form as this is swal¬ 
lowed with L\v> pain. But ilia 
main preventive of complications 
is to keep the child at r st in 
bed So, one of the best mums 
of insuring your ch Id’s future 
health is to treat a sore throat 
with the greatest respect.
